1. I have been asked to participate in a conference 
on Indochina sponsored by DOD/ISA to be held at Airlie House 
20-21 June. Present will be Mr. Michael Armacost, Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of Defense, other personnel from ISA, 
plus representatives from DIA and the service intelligence 
branches, and a team headed by Herman Kahn of the Hudson In- 
stitute. Purpose of the meeting will be to consider the 
situation in Indochina, possible further developments there, 
and implications for US policy. Security clearances were 
requested.
